Group III, claim(s) 66-99, drawn to an oil-in-water emulsion comprising the foaming 
composition of group II. 

Group IV, claim(s) 100-103, drawn to the cosmetic use of the foaming composition of 
group II. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rgle 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special 
technical feature itself which links the claims 44-103, the polymer comprising water- 
soluble units and units with a low critical solution temperature, at least, is anticipated by 
or obvious over several prior art documents, including EP 583814 and EP 629649, as 
admitted to by applicant in the present disclosure (see page 1, lines 15-25 of the spec).
